THE COAL COMMISSION'S REPORT. 

The very membership of the United 
States Coal Commission justified the 
hope of a valuable report from ‘it. 
This means telling the truth about, the 
industry, pointing the way to steady 
production, a fair price and. improved 
relations between the operators and 
the mine workers. There can be no 
dependable output of coal without a 
means of chécking strikes and with- 


‘out -legislation that would provide for 


the operation of the mines under Gov- 
erfiméent .supervision~ in a national 
emergency. There could not be a fair 
price to the ‘consumer if the costs of 
mining, transportation and’ distribu- 
tion ‘were excessive; nor could there 
be industrial peace if the operators 
and miners were not square in their 
relations with each other. The com- 
mission has now made a preliminary 
report so impartial, explicit and help- 
ful that it cannot fail. to contribute 
to the stabilization of the anthracite 
industry ‘and to influence Congress. 

The commission holds that anthra- 
cite is a public utility because it is 

“@ necessity for millions of our peo- 
ple.” Therefore tus rélatively small 
‘number of individuals, estates and 
‘““ companies ’’ interested in production 
and transportation should not. be al- 
lowed absolute control over it. The 
commission urges regulation such as 
governs the operation of national 
banks and railroad companies, includ- 
ing full reports of business done and 
capital employed.

As Secretary of State, JoHN SHER-

irritable, hard to. get along with. 
With tact, discretion and reticence 
Mr. Day bore the chief burden of the 
office, and after he became Secretary 
in name as well as fact strove pa⸗ 
tiently and intelligently to prevent the 
Spanish-American War. Of his gen- 
eral intellectual and moral quality, a 
Democratic member of the Paris Com- 
mission, the then Senator Gzoras 
Grax of Delaware, a colleague with 
him on it, bore éxpért witness: 

No State in this Union could “have 
contributed to that function, or any 
other great -diplomatic’ function of 
statecrafft, a. mind and a character 
more.« equipoised, settled, clear and 
strong than was contributed by Ohio 
when she sent that quiet, sensible, 
strong statesman, Wuiiam R..

Always self-contained, never  self- 
exploitative, always. self-suppressed, 
yet firm and ‘courageous in the per- 
formance of duty as he ‘saw it, he: 
has illustrated the very highest traits 
of American statesmanship and Amer- 
ican character in the work that we 
brought home with us from ——— 
side of the ocean. 

President McKinis¥ made him a 
United States .Circuit Judge, ~Mr. 
Rooskverr’an Associate Justice of the 
Supreme Court, where he served for 
some nineteen years, ably and im- 
partially, resigning to become umpire 
of; the Mixed Comimission of War 
Claims of Germany and the United 
States.

$8.87 for 1,000,000 marks. , 

All during this evaporation . process, 
the Canadian journal points out, many 
@eluded buyers of marks have been wait- 
ing for the recovery that they had ex- 
pected would take place. When marks 
Were priced at 6 cents each, or 1,000,000 
marks for $60,000, many millions of dol- 
lars’ worth were purchased by Amer- 
feans and Canadians in the hope that 
the price would go back to the prewar 
level. When the quotation for’ marks 
G@ropped to 4 cents still more purchases 
Weré made in the hope that the mark 
quotation would “rally '’ and, that the 
buyers could get out of the transaction 
at an even break if not at an actual 
, profit. 

But no rally of consequence aa taken 
Place during all the months, and none 
is regarded as in prospect now owing 
to the rapid multiplication of paper 
marks by the German Government, in- 
creases in circulation per week now ex- 
ceeding the total outstanding bilis only 
@ year or so ago. The last hope for a 
rally developed in March of this year, 
when the German Rejchsbank endeav- 
ored to “ peg’ the price. After holding 
the value of 1,000,000 marks at $47 the 
number of offerings so far exceeded the 
gold resources of the Reichsbank that it 
had to give up the costly experiment, 
and since that timé—since April 15, when 


the peg was actually removed—the mark 
has shrunk. to less. than one-tenth its 
valué of less than thrée months ago.
